THE LONG-RANGE CHAMPION, 

N the department of long-range shooting all those who 
follow this specialised branch of marksmanship will be 
delighted that Colonel Hopton has won the holdership 
of his own cup and with it the year’s champion honours. 
It must have been in 1894 that I paid him a visit at the 

Horse Guards when he had charge of the Home District musketry 
training. His surprising height, with not a vestige of lankiness, 
strongly impressed me at the time, and I always took particular 
interest in the career of one whom I regarded as the ideal in 
staff officers. At Bisley year by year I have since witnessed 
his very consistent standard of shooting, and have several times 
heard him described as one of the three or four masters of wind 
judging. His military career was completed by a useful term 
of service as Chief Inspector of Small Arms, and there can be 
no doubt that in this and other appointments which he held 
his thorough grasp of shooting problems was of the utmost 
value in the developments of his day. As chief moving spirit in 
the Army Rifle Association he has throughout encouraged others 
to see something more than drudgery in supervising the infantry- 
man’s training on the range. In latter years he has lived at 
Canon Frome Court, near Ledbury, where the duties of an 
estate owner are agreeably varied by interest in music. The 
joys of such a life are not in his case complete without the 
equivalent of garden rifle practice. This takes the form 
of a fully equipped 1,oooyds. range, his most enjoyable house- 
party of the year being one organised to serve as a preliminary 
practice for the Bisley meeting in the throes of preparation. 


USES OF LONG-RANGE SHOOTING. 

Though long range shooting is but little understood by the 
public at large, it has in the post-war period been moulded 
into useful shape. Formerly, as regards rifles and ammunition, 
it was a sort of go-as-you-please race within the limits of broadly 
constructed rules. Now the competitors work to a rigidly 
framed programme which is more or less instigated by the Small 
Arms Committee, also certain closely associated experimental 
officers in the Service. Widely speaking, the idea is to apply 
a quantity test to the most interesting bullet problem of the day, 
this at the moment being described as the boat-tail or stream-line 
pattern. Nobel’s produce all necessary samples and donate the 
ammunition required for use in competition. B.S.A. perform 
a corresponding service at a very low rate of charge with regard 
to the rifle barrels, and so the shooters are enabled to indulge 
their sport in the knowledge that useful results accrue. No 
mere experimental test could accomplish the task on a scale 
capable of extracting an authoritative verdict. Up to date 
they have got the shape of the bullet about right for travelling 
its course. It enters the specially shaped lead into the rifling 
with reasonable truth, but the latest query is whether sufficient 
control has been established at the moment of departure from 
the muzzle. Be the bvllet’s contour ever so little lopsided 
the gases would be released on one side earlier than the other, 
their uneven impact throwing the bullet perhaps a trifle out of 
the straight. The idea suggested is a central flange which will 
offer a truly square ring of departure to an equally true muzzle 
orifice. These things are highly technical, but on such nourish- 
ment the soul of the expert thrives. That they still use a 30}in. 
length of barrel when 25}ins. is the modern accepted limit to 
ensure handiness is remarkable in view of my comments last 
year; for, although I claim no authority in such matters, so 
obvious a proposition should surely have taken root by now. 
True, the muzzle blast from the powerful charge of powder used 
might be unpleasant, but what is the use of continuing it if the 
user refuse to tolerate its unpleasantness ? Though the infantry- 
man may never need a bullet of long-range efficiency, modern 
machine gun tactics demand an extension of radius. 


ANOTHER BIG-GAME TARGET. 
My researches into the entertaining problem of fancy targets 


for garden and gallery rifle shooting, as exemplified in a series of 
big-game silhouettes, 


have broken out into 
a fresh direction, 
the target design 
here presented offer- 
ing another means 
of suggesting the 
sporting atmosphere. 
In this example the 
animal idea is sup- 
plied by a_ boldly 
drawn outline, the 
conventional bull 
being located at the 
spot where aim 
should be concen- 
trated. Although 
perhaps less pleasing 
than the silhouette 
this style of target

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1oyds. range better represents the scale size of an animal when 
encountered in jungle or scrub. My earlier samples were submitted 
to the concessionaire at the Wembley Exhibition shooting 
galleries, where the consumption is said to run into several tens 
of thousands of targets per week, and they were pronounced a 
satisfactory variant of the usual bull and rings. Large quantity 
quotations have been invited and, although not interesting 
myself financially in the result, I shall watch with satisfaction 
any vogue which the new system of target may secure. Merely 
as an idea it can be indefinitely extended, and even possesses 
certain merits for rifle practice. Captain Robinson, editor of 
the N.R.A. Journal, has promised to reproduce the first samples 
in a coming issue of his paper together with such comments 
as may be stimulated by cogitation. 


WEATHER STILL PROPITIOUS. 


By way of record rather than to convey information which 
belongs to everybody, we may note that the long spell of drought 
which has synchronised with the rearing period of partridge 
chicks came definitely to an end on Thursday, the 17th inst., 
fortunately without thunderstorms or long-continued downpour. 
I was in Norfolk on the day in question and heard farmers and 
others remark on the perfect quality of the rain that was falling. 
Apparently London and certain places farther south experienced 
somewhat of a deluge, but it was short-lived inasmuch as the 
weather afterwards was fine. Although a fairly extensive tour 
was made birds were not much in evidence, the standing corn 
being now of full height, but on the sundry occasions when 
coveys did get up they revealed lusty chicks with full ability 
to fly. Young pheasants also show every appearance of thriving 
condition. Hence, there is no surprise in hearing even the most 
cautious and doleful express hopeful anticipations of the season 
now so nearly on us. At first they harped on the sad losses 
during nesting time and the terrible times which young pheasants 
experienced, but they now see in the salvage which emerges as 
the result of a providential spell of fine weather an assurance 
of at least average sport. 


CLAY-BIRD SHOOTING CONDITIONS. 


The conditions of clay bird shooting are liable to be modified 
to some extent by the poor place gained by the British team 
in the Olympic Games. There can be no doubt that the men 
we sent out were a worthy sample of the several hundred 
enthusiasts in this game which we can now number, but they 
found themselves up against more difficult conditions than those 
under which they had practised. Rightly or wrongly, probably 
the former, our clubs have of late years adopted the American 
automatic trap, which makes a compact installation, can readily 
be made cattle-proof and is generally easy to install and work. 
It throws its birds from a single site, the angle only being varied, 
hence the line of shooters at 16yds. rise is the arc of a circle. 
At Paris they used the older system where a whole battery of 
single traps, in this case of considerable strength, offer variations 
not attainable by the alternative mechanism. Of late years 
our trap shooters have specialised on high percentages, admittedly 
assisting results by reducing the rise from 18yds. to 16yds. 
and ruling out too active a flight by the clay saucers. All things 
considered they are probably right, but are handicapped when 
matched against competitors who have not modernised their 
installation. That the Americans and Canadians rose superior 
to the novelty of the conditions must be attributed to their better 
quality as teams, a conclusion which need arouse no shame 
since the area of selection is much larger. 


SHOOTING SEATS. 


In the Shooting Number of two years ago I wrote more 
or less of an article on Shooting Seats and have naturally taken 
more than ordinary interest in the subject since. On a certain 
occasion my attention was specially drawn to one of these 
stick seats which had been compounded out of a length of 
bicycle tubing, the proud owner explaining that the ordinary 
kind invariably broke down under his weight and that he had 
experienced no trouble of any sort with the implement of his 
own design. It was perhaps a trifle heavy, but that he disregarded 
because he invariably motored to his shooting, and therefore 
had an attendant during the day. The seat on these sticks, 
which depends on a piece of leather stretched hammock-fashion 
between the ends of the opened-out handle either requires an 
adjustment or very special leather, for I have seen one where 
the leather had given way and left the hard metal framing to 
take over its duty. Useful ideas might perhaps be gained 
from the bicycle saddle. Someone was telling me the other 
day that a feature of early cycle shows was a portly journalist 
who always carried with him one of these saddles mounted on a 
tube and provided with some sort of tripod. When he paused 
at a stall or was waylaid by a friend he instantly subsided and 
so gained immunity from the exhibition feeling from which so 
many thousands have suffered during the past months. What 
is needed is that gadgets should disappear, height be deter- 
mined once for all and the seat be anatomically proportioned 
on bicycle saddle lines. 
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THE 11 H.P. RILEY 


* S old as the industry” is a 
phrase that has long been 
associated with the name of 
Messrs. Riley (Coventry), 
Limited. Owing to an un- 

fortunate absence of reliable information 

on the early days and achievements of 
this firm, its history had to be omitted 
from our recent article on ‘‘ Cars of Last 

Century,” but Riley cars were on the 

roads so long ago as 1898 and they have 

been there without break ever since. 

From the horseless carriage idea that was 

obviously the basis of Riley design in 

1898, as it was of practically all other 

cars, evolution gradually progressed 

through the tri-car stage of 1904 to a 

vehicle that in 1911 set quite new standards 

of motor car esthetics, and I well remember 
how in that year, and, perhaps, also a little 
earlier, Riley cars were considered as 
productions of remarkable beauty and 
smoothness of line. True, the standards 
by which beauty was then judged were 
not those of 1924, but from that day to 
this Riley cars have always been accepted 
as among the best looking small cars on 
the market. Another interesting pioneer- 
ing effort for which this firm has been 
largely responsible dates back much earlier 
and, indeed, was to be seen on the very 
first model produced—this car had wire 
wheels, and, except for an interlude towards 
the end of the first decade of the century, 

Riley cars have always been so equipped. 

The present model does not have wire 

wheels as standard, but they are available 

as an extra (the cost being {£12 Ios.), 
and to-day, as previously, they are the 
product of the Riley factory. 

Only one model chassis is now being 
produced and this is known as the Eleven, 
though its engine bore of 65.8 mm. is 
considerably smaller than that of most 
11 h.p. cars, and this fact needs to be borne 
in mind in connection with the performance 
of the car on the road. The stroke of the 
piston is 110 mm., the swept volume being 
1,498 c.c., and the power curve of the 
engine reproduced in the catalogue shows 
a pleasantly straight line from 1,000 r.p.m., 
when the output is 12 h.p., up to 3,000 
r.p.m. with a power output of 36, the 
peak of the curve being reached at 3,500 
r.p.m. with a brake horse-power of just 
40—a decidedly satisfactory figure for 


an engine of normal design and an R.A.C. 
rating of only just over 10 h.p. 


ENGINE EFFICIENCY. 


Although the design of the engine 
as a whole is quite normal and straight- 
forward, there are one or two details of 
special interest. Thus, the sparking plugs, 
instead of being mounted vertically in 
the detachable cylinder head, are inclined 
at an angle of nearly 45° and the side 
by side valves are also inclined towards 
the cylinder head from the vertical, 
though, of course, to a less degree. Both 
these inclinations are for the purpose of 
securing a better shaped combustion 
space than would otherwise be possible 
and the good practical effects attending 
the design may best be judged from the 
power curve above quoted. 

Lubrication is by pressure to the 
three main bearings of crankshaft and 
camshaft, to the big ends by dippers 
into troughs, and to the remainder of 
the engine—pistons and cylinder walls 
and little ends of the connecting rods— 
by splash. It is a system that while simple 
has proved its adequacy and reliability 
on all kinds of engines that are not fre- 
quently called to give of their utmost 
for long periods, and it behoves the owner 
of a Riley, especially if it happens to be 
a sports model, as was that tested for 
the purpose of this note, to remember 
this fact. As many “bursts” of high 
speed may be enjoyed as the driver 
desires, but dipper lubrication te the big 
ends is hardly the ideal for an engine 
that is to be called upon for really hard 
and fast work for more than, say, a mile 
at a stretch. 

Cooling is dependent on thermo- 
syphon circulation of the water through 
a honeycomb radiator of ample capacity 
and efficiency. Of the adjuncts to the 
engine the carburettor is fitted on the 
offside of the cylinder block, fuel being 
fed to it by gravity from a cylindrical 
tank which is entirely under the bonnet 
of the car and has a really excellently 
dimensioned filler cap. Besides the obvious 
advantage of rapidity of filling, this cap 
and the location of the tank mean that 
cleaning out is much easier than is usual, 
for the tank may be removed entirely with 
very little trouble if the hand inserted 


through the cap cannot clear away any 
foreign matter, and the position and 
mounting also have the further advantage 
that they afford the simplicity of gravity 
feed with none of the frequently attendant 
disadvantage of a tank in the scuttle 
of unpleasant drumming. 

On the near side of the engine are 
the electric generators—first the dynamo 
and then the magneto, driven by a con- 
tinuation of the spindle of the former 
which is obviously properly—.e., posi- 
tively—driven. On this side of the 
engine is the oil filler though the level 
indicator is on the opposite side. And 
connected with the lubrication system 
there is an omission from the equipment 
of this Riley that struck me as surprising, 
especially in view of the fact that in all 
other respects the equipment of the car is 
quite generous. There is no indicator of 
oil circulation. True it may be that some 
of the indicators fitted on the instrument 
boards of light cars are little better than 
snares and delusions, but at the same 
time failure of the conventional pressure 
gauge is very rare and it is pleasant for the 
driver to have under his eye some indi- 
cation that his lubrication system is at 
work. On the Riley the driver must be 
content to rely on the dipper rod for 
assurance that there is oil in the sump 
and on the behaviour of the engine for 
assurance that the oil is circulating 


properly. 
TRANSMISSION. 


Transmission is through a fabric 
cone clutch to a four-speed gear-box, 
and thence through a tubular open pro- 
peller shaft to a semi-floating rear axle 
with spiral bevel final drive. The clutch 
is quite satisfactory in use, though the 
gear changes are not quite so simple in 
their timing as they might be, and it 
must be added that the ratios of the car 
tested were different from those given in 
the specification, and ratios have a lot to 
do with ease of gear changing. The 
second gear of my car was much too high, 
which meant that starting away from 
rest on second, as in orthodox four-speed 
gear car practice, was neither so simple 
nor so certain as it might have been, and, 
concomitantly, if one started away on 
first a very long dwell was required before

11.6 and 16.7 to 1, and if it be urged in 
criticism that this second seems rather 
low, I retort that the error, if any, is on 
the right side. Unfortunately, the reverse 
ratio is not given, but under certain and 
quite commonly met circumstances the 
reverse ratio in a gear-box may be a really 
vital factor to the driver. On the car 
tested it was decidedly high, which means 
that manoeuvring the car on level ground 
is much pleasanter than when the reverse 
gear is absurdly low and that much time 
may be saved if a considerable run on 
reverse is called for, but I should feel 
very unhappy at the prospect of having 
to take this Riley car down an Alpine 
pass or even a Devonshire hill where 
reversing for the negotiation of a hairpin 
corner might be necessary. 

Both hand and foot brakes are 
situated in the rear wheel drums and 
have aluminium shoes, which, judged by 
the performance of the foot brake on 
my particular car, are very much above 
the ordinary run in their efficiency and 
smoothness and silence of action. On the 
other hand the hand brake I found of 
very little use for two reasons: it was 
not sufficiently powerful and in common 
with most centrally controlled brakes its 
lever was not very easy of access when 
wanted in a hurry. But the Riley may 
be had with right-hand instead of central 
control for gear and hand brake at an 
extra cost of £5. 

Suspension is by semi-elliptic springs 
all round, enclosed in spring gaiters as 
standard, and on the sports model Hart- 
ford shock absorbers are fitted to both 
axles. It was doubtless largely due to 
these excellent accessories that this Riley 
proved itself to be one of the very best 
sprung cars of any type or size that I 
have driven. Even on the reads [sic] of 
Chertsey it was not necessary to hang 
on to the steering wheel like grim death 
in order to keep in the car at any speed 
above 30 m.p.h., while feeling that this 
experience was so remarkable as to deserve 
further exploitation I did a very bold 
thing—I took the car into Essex. And 
for the first time in my life I found myself 
tentatively forming the opinion that at 
last there was someone somewhere in 
Essex who knew something about road- 
making. But unfortunately, and just in 
time to prevent crystallisation of a pathetic 
fallacy, demands of traffic compelled us to 
keep behind another light car for a distance 
of a few miles, and then it was obvious 
our pleasant travel was not due to any 
sudden improvement in Essex by-ways, 
but to the Riley. And the car that will 
take anyone in any comfort over the by- 
ways of Essex has some springing! The 
wheel size of the car is for 760mm. by 
gomm. tyres and the wire wheels are 
worth every penny of the {12 10s. they cost 
over and above the discs that are standard 
oa all models other than the sports. 
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BODYWORK AND EQUIPMENT. 


The dimensions of the Riley chassis 
are such as to make it adaptable for a 
wide variety of bodies, and the fact is 
utilised to the full by the makers of the 
car for the Riley is available with a range 
of bodywork quite abnormal for small 
cars. A wheelbase of oft. 6ins. with a 
track that varies according to the type 
of wheel fitted—it is 4ft. gins. with wire 
or artillery, and 2ins. less with discs— 
can carry a four-seater saloon with two 
doors or a two-seater sports body that is 
one of the most compact and prettiest 
small cars on the road. The four-seater 
touring models with their all-weather 
equipment are available with either two 
of four doors, but the sports four-seater is 
a two-door body and is notable among 
others of its kind for the very generous 
dimensions and ample material to be 
found everywhere. The doors are of 
exceptional width, and an example of the 
care and attention to detail that is apparent 
throughout the whole car is. found in 
the provision of an auxiliary door handle 
right forward near the hinge, so that it is 
unnecessary for driver or passenger at his 
side to contort and twist in the seat in 
order to work what must be an awkwardly 
placed door handle just behind. In the 
case of these two-door four-seater bodies 
access to the rear seat is gained through 
the usual tip-up seat for the front passenger, 
who must, of course, dismount for clear 
access to the rear to be available. 


Besides the carburettor and steering box 

on the off-side of the Riley engine this view 

also shows the unusual inclined mounting 
of the sparking plugs. 


It is a perfectly safe assertion that 
the bodywork of the Riley is very much 
superior in its general design and detail 
finish to that of most cars of approximately 
the same size. The adjustable front seats 
and the deep rear seat are designed with 
sensible angles, and they have ample 
upholstery of good quality. But there was 
one detail that seemed to promise con- 
siderable discomfort to the driver in wet 
weather. This is the division of the 
windscreen—V shaped in four panels— 
horizontally so that by far the larger panel 
is at the top; if, therefore, the demands 
of visibility went beyond the capacity of 
the wiper—which is a standard fitting— 
and the panel had to be opened, the driver 
would be unnecessarily exposed to rain 
offered a hearty invitation to come inside 
through the wide-open screen that it 
would hardly be likely to refuse. The 
hood of the car is a Calso without the 
springs, so that while not actually self- 
erecting it can be raised very much 
more easily than any other kind, though 
on this Riley with its V screen I found 
the fixing of the hood to the three upright 
pins on top of the screen quite a tricky 
business in getting the three holes in the 
hood frame and the three upright pins to 
correspond simultaneously. 


ON THE ROAD. 


In three important respects this four- 
seater sports model Riley deserves a place 
in the very front rank of all ordinary 
cars on the road, irrespective of price, 
size or anything else. These respects are, 
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first, steering; second, foot brake eff. 
ciency ; and third, suspension. They are 
all highly important matters, and no 
matter how good a car may be in other 
aspects of performance, it cannot be an 
entirely satisfactory car if its steering be 
unpleasant, its braking such as to cause 
its driver permanently to wonder if 
he has the vehicle under complete 
or even adequate control, while the impo:t- 
ance of suspension with its attribute of 
comfort is too obvious to need commeitt. 
Many modern and intelligent motorists 
lay more emphasis on these three poii.is 
than on any others in their judgment of a 
car, and while I do not go so far myself, 
I readily admit that there is good reason 
behind the method. To such judges, then, 
this Riley will appeal as strongly as any 
other car on the market and much more 
strongly than most other cars of its power 
and dimensions. 

These are always the luxury aspects of 
a car’s behaviour and the Riley may 
claim that in them it finds its justification 
for being priced on the high side when 
judged solely by its paper specification. 
The sports model four-seater costs £450, 
which is £45 less than the two-seater 
sports which is sold with a guaranteed 
speed of 70 m.p.-h., and the price of 
this two-seater model is just {100 more 
than that of the standard two or four- 
seater. 

To turn to the road capacity of the 
car in the more conventional and narrow 
sense, this Riley is certainly something 
above the normal for cars of its power. 
But in my opinion it is unfortunate that 
the catalogue describes it as capable of 
a mile a minute, in fact it goes farther 
and states that this is the guaranteed 
speed capacity of the car. Certainly the 
one that I tried could come nowhere near 
this figure, and while its speedometer 
indicated 55 m.p.h. under favourable 
conditions, a figure that may be regarded 
as highly creditable for a four-seater car 
with an engine rated at only just over 
1o h.p., all experienced motorists will 
appreciate that 55 m.p.h. is a very long 
way from 60 m.p.b. ‘That is to say, that 
while there may be only a matter of! 
5 m.p.h. difference between the two figures, 
yet that 5 m.p.h. is most difficult of 
attainment. 

Ignoring all questions of nomina! 
power rating one may say that there arc 
many cars that will do 55 m.p.h., but that 
those that will do their sixties are very 
few and far between. Outside specially 
tuned or racing productions I know o/ 
only three cars with engines of less than 
25 h.p. rating that, as sold to the public, 
may be relied upon to attain and maintain 
60 m.p.h., and this Riley is not one of them 
in spite of the claims made for it. Even 
if the car would do it and in spite of its 
very easy controllability and excellent 
road-holding at high speeds, I very much

doubt if it would be advisable to take 
full advantage of its capacity except for 
an occasional and brief ‘“‘ burst,” for 
reasons already given. 

But because the car will not do all 
that it may be claimed to do, let it not 
be thought that the engine is anything

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of a “dud.” Far from that being the 
case, I accomplished with this Riley some 
of the best and fastest runs that I have 
ever done and all of them made with a 
maximum of comfort and an ease that 
would have been attainable with few other 
cars of even considerably higher power. 
True, one of these runs that I thought would 
prove to be the very best I had ever done 
was converted into a pathetic delusion 
by discovery of the fact that the speed- 
ometer of this car was nearly 10 per cent. 
fast, a discovery that also rules out of 
court a possible explanation of the apparent 
failure of the car to reach its claimed 
speed in that the speedometer belt was 
slipping. A car that loses “ kudos” 
because its speedometer belt slips has 
only itself to blame, for no self-respecting 
modern car ought to have a speedometer 
belt ; but if this Riley was suffering from 
such a complaint and yet could make its 
Watford exaggerate distances by nearly 
10 per cent.—well, calculation of its 
actual speed is a feat beyond the capacity 
of a very poor mathematician. 

And yet in that far more important 
and useful aspect of speed, average speed 
over give and take roads, the Riley is a 
very good car. While its engine is not 
notable for sweet or silent running, it is 
flexible and endowed with a useful accel- 
erating capacity, while the hill-climbing 
prowess of the car, especially on its indirect 
ratios, is emphatically excellent. Duncton 
Hill, between Petworth and Chichester, is a 
very useful test gradient that any modern 
car will climb, but on which reasonable 
and intelligent driving will generally 
call for the second ratio of a four-speed 
box. The Riley went up on third quite 
comfortably and at a satisfactory speed, 
which, perhaps, might have been exceeded 
by recourse to the high second-speed 
ratio that I had available. Top gear 
climbing, which is really the least valuable 
of all alleged assets of a motor car, is 
also good, but naturally, laying so little 
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stress upon it, I did not go out of my way to 
ascertain the limit of the Riley’s capacity 
in this direction. 

By way of conclusion let me emphasise 
two aspects of this Riley that will appeal 
strongly to all critics of discrimination. 
The first is the neatness and homogeneity 
of its design, both as regards chassis and 
body, and the second is the obvious 
robustness of the complete car. The 
vehicle is obviously one that has been 
designed and produced as a whole and 
there is aboui it none of that suggestion 
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of being a loose assembly of disjointed 
components that is found in many small 
cars. While its back axle is a beautiful 
specimen of the art of the automobile 
engineer, it is in no way exceptional! or 
unique among the other components of 
the car, and the harmonious blending of 
first-class parts is more than half the secret 
of first-class car production. The firm 
of Riley has made very good use of its 
lengthy experience in first discovering 
and then applying that secret.

Any Daimler motor car is inevitably 
an interesting production, but these Royal 
models have a special interest that is 
even deeper than that arising from their 
Royal patronage. In the first place, they 
are to replace cars that have been con- 
tinuously in the most exacting of services 
for no less than fourteen years. It is 
hardly necessary to indicate that the 
cars used by the sovereigns of England 
must be in every sense the best that is 
obtainable in the motor car sphere; the 
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work they are called upon to perform is 
arduous and exacting, and the cars must 
always be ready to perform it with some- 
thing more than that refinement and 
fulness of capacity that is naturally ex- 
pected of all high-class cars. That any 
car should have proved itself capable of 
satisfying such demands for a_ period 
of no less than fourteen years is a credit- 
able achievement, but when that achieve- 
ment lies to the credit of several cars all 
of the same marque as regards both chassis 
and bodywork, then makers and all 
connected with the cars and their delivery 
to the customer have every reason for 
feeling proud of the record. 

And the satisfaction that these old 
cars have given to their owner may further 
be adjudged from the fact that in many 
details of design the new ones revert from 
current Daimler practice to features that 
were incorporated in the old models. 
Contrary to what might naturally be 
supposed, His Majesty is not one of those 
motorists whose interest in their cars is 
purely the utilitarian interest in a means 
to an end. In spite of his being one of 
the busiest men in the country, King 
George has fully maintained the traditions 
of his house in taking the very keenest

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interest in the development of mechanical 
transport and has actively maintained 
the patronage of motoring that his father 
began when, in 1898 (as Prince of Wales) 
he inspected in the grounds of Buckingham 
Palace one of the first cars that the Daimler 
Company produced. Subsequently, and 
in the earliest days of motoring, not a 
little of the success of the movement was 
due to the lead given by King Edward VII 
to sections of society whose first instinct 
was to oppose the development. 

With his technical knowledge and 
in his attitude of keen interest, King George 
has been able to supervise the design of 
his new cars and the results of his super- 
vision are plainly apparent in many direc- 
tions. One of the most noticeable is the 
provision of separate switches for all the 
lights on the car, so that any one may be 
put on or off independently. The lighting 
switchboard contains no less than ten 
switches, while we were told that there 
were no less than seven others in various 
parts of the car—for the interior of the 
body, etc. Of more consequence is the 
retention of the engine dimensions of 
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the supplanted models—1z24mm. by 
130mm.—which give the six-cylinder en- 
gine an R.A.C. rating of 57 h.p. and the 
car the distinction of being the largest 
engined private car made in this country— 
that is to say, the largest engined private 
car, ignoring those freak semi-racing 
vehicles that have been fitted with aero 
or other power units entirely abnormal 
for motor cars intended for use on the 
roads. Except for size, the new power 
units are generally similar to the standard 
Daimler model, though these engines are 
probably unique in having the two sparking 
plugs for their dual ignition mounted 
side by side in the independent head of 
each cylinder. 


A HUGE CHASSIS. 


While in all essential working parts 
the chassis is much the same as those of 
the current Daimler standard models, 
the frame is of an entirely new design 
to give a specially low entrance to the 
cars, a desirable feature that could not 
be secured with a normally designed 
chassis having the abnormal dimensions 
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and huge Palmer tyres of these cars. 
The wheel-base is 13ft. 6ins., the track 
5ft., and the over-all length and width 
(over the wings) 18ft. 7ins. and 6ft. 4}ins 
respectively. 

The Daimler Company is building a 
limited number of these special chassis, 
of which the available balance is being 
taken by Messrs. Stratton-Instone, Limited. 

Besides the two saloon cars that are 
now being completed by Messrs. Hooper, 
this firm, which has been making Royal 
carriages and has held Royal warrants 
since 1830, is also mounting on to two 
similar chassis shooting brakes for His 
Majesty’s personal use, and these will 
shortly be ready for delivery, together 
with a 20 h.p. saloon car for entirely private 
purposes. This latter car is being regis- 
tered and will carry a number plate in 
the ordinary way, and will not have the 
Royal crest or the blue lamp that dis- 
tinguishes the Royal cars at night time. 

Of the special features of these 57 h.p. 
saloon cars the one that most impresses 
the observer is the great height of the 
bodies inside—a feature very necessary

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in view of the need these cars will have 
to satisfy of carrying passengers wearing 
official or Court dress with lofty headgear. 
And yet this height of the interior of the 
bodies does not communicate itself to 
the exterior of the car with unpleasant 
results. To some extent, of course, this 
is made possible by the large size of the 
complete cars, but undoubtedly it would 
not be quite so completely attainable 
but for the new “ low loading platform ” 
afforded by the chassis. Next to this height 
a noticeable feature is the fact that the 
seats for Their Majesties are what in any 
other car would be called occasional seats, 
though in this case they are by no means 
occasional in nature, being solidly con- 
structed and deeply upholstered leather 
armchair seats, two in number, between 
them being a gangway giving access to 
the back seat in the body for the equerries. 
The idea of the arrangement is, of course, 
that Their Majesties shall be visible, 
the same idea being largely responsible 
for the very big plate glass windows. 

Little needs to be said about the 
equipment of the cars, for, obviously, 
this is most complete and of supreme quality 
throughout. It is, however, worthy of 
note that on the back of the panel behind 
the front seat are mounted speedometer 
and clock—an idea that was, we believe, 
first embodied on a car 'of H.R.H. the 
Prince of Wales—and the whole colour 
scheme is of a dark and most unobtrusive 
character. The chassis has four-wheel 
brakes in accordance with current Daimler 
practice for the largest models supplied 
to the public. 


A Queer Tyre Experience. 


HOSE readers who like to probe 

into mysteries and “fancy their 
chances ’”’ as detectives of motor 
crimes—of the crimes, that is, which motors 
or their component parts commit and 
not of the crimes in which a perfectly 
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mannered car is used as an accessory before 
or after the fact—may like to ponder over 
the following. It is not an altogether new 
problem, and, strangely enough, just as 
I found myself ensnared by it I read a 
couple of letters in Motorcycling from 
readers of that journal who were ex- 
periencing or who were attempting to 
solve a similar trouble. 

A tyre gave all the signs of having 
received a small puncture. It would 
retain air at sufficient pressure to allow 
of five or six hours riding without inflation, 
but then it had to be blown up, while if 
left standing over night it would be found 
in the state that is colloquially called 
“flat’’ next morning. Actually, the tube 
was not entirely empty of air, and on 
being removed from the cover without 
having been previously quite emptied by 
opening of the valve, it proved to contain 
as much air as one usually pumps into a 
tube that it is required to test for a puncture 
in a bucket of water. This tube went down 
to this extent but no farther. 

Inflating the tube, removed from the 
cover, to the highest possible pressure 
consistent with safety—the ominous bulge 
was beginning to attain impressive dimen- 
sions—and subjecting it to the usual water 
test revealed no escape of air and, moreover, 
which is much rarer and forms the most 
interesting point of this particular case, 
the tube left inflated at this high pressure 
out of the cover has not gone down at all 
in a period of five weeks. 

Obviously, the explanation must lie 
in the presence of some small hole which 
only becomes effective as a source of air 
leak when the air in the tube is in the 
neighbourhood of ordinary travelling 
pressures. But usually, when such a thing 
happens, the inflation of the tube out of 
the cover to the highest possible point 
will enable the leak to be discovered, 
because without the restricting bonds of 
the cover the tube will stretch more than 
is possible while it is in the cover, and so

the air can escape from it even more 
rapidly than under the higher pressures 
possible when the tyre is inflated complete. 
In this case no amount of stretching of 
the tube has exposed any perforation, 
whether the stretching be accomplished 
by unduly high inflation or by hand in 
the usual way for testing under water, 
The valve is perfect. Where, then, lies 
the trouble or what means can be taken 
to locate it? Frankly, I am_ beaten, 
and any reader who has experienced the 
same trouble and has discovered a cure 
that can be applied to any similar case 
would be doing a service to many of us 
in publishing his experience and discovery. 


Railway Rates for Motor Cars, 

N the Times of last Monday, it was 
I announced that the railway companies 

will accept for transport by rail motor 
cars accompanied by passengers, at one- 
third less than ordinary rates. As a 
matter of fact, charges of 1s. (unaccom- 
panied) and 9d. (accompanied) per mile, 
plus tos. for the use of a truck, have 
been in force for some time, but it is 
seldom that the concession is used, and 
its potential value is much reduced by the 
necessity for the passenger to hold a 
return ticket. We wish that our influential 
contemporary had urged the railway com- 
panies to make some reduction in their 
ruling rates for the sea transport of cars. 
By so doing, the companies would earn the 
gratitude of thousands of British motor- 
ists who wish to take their cars abroad 
every year, and would also bring to them- 
selves a useful increase in business.

DRESS FOR COWES 


The wind that fills my sails, propels, 
But I am helmsman. 
ORE years than I like to remember this couplet was 
read out to me on a yacht that was making its way 
over to Ostend. And although written with a much 
deeper meaning, the thought stuck in my mind as 
singularly appropriate, alike to yachts and the conduct 
of life. There is, perhaps, no more dreamy, somnolent existence 
than that spent on a yacht. The world, save the small intimate 
one, is well lost for the heavenly calm of sky and sea, though 
this scarcely applies to the strenuous time put in racing, when 
every nerve in one’s body is alive. 

It will surely be a wonderful climax to a wonderful season 
if the Solent week falls into line with the rest of the year’s social 
entertainments and proves to be the best post-war regatta yet 
held. I am not in a position to know whether the 
English-owned yachts will be as numerous as before 
—probably not—but the spirit is as keen as ever, and 
there will doubtless be many a débutante who will 
have the experience— pleasurable, one trusts—of 
finding her sea legs. Of course, those in any way 
doubtful as to their physical endurance are well advised 
to keep to the Castle grounds, while the intrepid ones 
who do go aboard must conform to certain rules 
and regulations regarding their attire. I can recall 
many sorry spectacles of ignorant women dressing 
the part too realistically and suggesting some member 
of a musical comedy. Others making an equal 
faux pas in attempting to negotiate ships’ ladders 
and dingheys in fashionable muslins and diaphanous 
frocks. The latter are a burden to themselves and 
everyone else. 

There is really only one acceptable yachting 
dress, and that comprises a firm, freely cut skirt and 
neat coat. You can have this carried out in rough 
service navy serge, a finely striped flannel or a white 
skirt and blue coat. Pictured is a keen yachtswoman 
looking her very best in a cream serge skirt which, 
while preserving slim, straight lines, is allowed per- 
fect freedom by groups of flat pleats either side. 
With this there is worn a cream silk hand-knitted 
jumper fashioned to just mould the hips, and a navy 
blue serge coat cut on the latest lines, with just a 
suspicion of a nip in at the waist, and again carefully 
moulded over the hips. The double-breasted fronts 
close with crystal buttons. 

The hat with its square crown is something of a 
novelty—a quite permissible one, however—and is 
of strained cream crépe de Chine, the narrow brim 
arranged to shade the eyes and also very accom- 
modating to the frequently necessary veil as a pre- 
ventive to sunburn. Round the base of the crown 
the yacht’s ribbon is tied, a blue and white silk 
scarf adding a momentarily modish touch which is 
just as acceptable in its way as the square crown 
hat, these small asides being merely offered in view 
of the above-mentioned rules and regulations. 

Crépe soled shoes, it is to be surmised, will be 
very welcome on snowy decks, and exceedingly com- 
fortable to the wearer, as they are non-slipping, and 
those composed of white and brown are infinitely the 
most becoming to the foot. 

In the Castle grounds anything of the garden 
party order of dress may be worn. But so much has 
been written and talked of these there is little more 
to be said at this date, though I think it is generally 
agreed there has seldom been more variety and charm. 
It will be wise, moreover, to wear existing possessions 
out, for there are signs of a change, particularly in 
regard to the waistline. Since it is impossible for this 
to get any lower, or be more non-existent than it is, 
everything points to something different coming about. 
In fact, it is already to be observed in very advance 
models, many whereof are to make their début at the 
more representative Continental seaside resorts. The 
knotted throat handkerchief, I hear, is already doomed, 
but not the long silk scarf. The latter costs more for 
one thing, and that always makes for a certain ex- 
clusiveness. But I think we shall all regret when 
these becoming throat fitments are wholly banished. 
They have and are still proving such a delightfully 
decorative finish, and this summer have spared many 
a neck from being painfully sunburned. At the 
Wimbledon tennis tournament—now an old story— 
I noticed to what really practical service the long 
scarves were turned, and there are many more events 
of a like character where they are certain to prove 
equally admirable and comforting. 

It seems a pretty well accepted fact that far 
fewer knitted suits and those of bouclette will be 
worn in Scotland than has been the case for 
several years, fine homespun for the commencement 


of the season and the heavier makes of tweeds and frieze for 
the later months promising to come more fully into their own 
once again. 

Large bold checks are likely to find favour, both for suits 
and wrap coats. Some women carry off these bizarre patterns 
with noticeable éclat, whereas others have the appearance of 
being smothered in them. In any case they are not destined 
for everyday use, and require to be alternated with garments 
of quieter and less arresting character. 

One of the most useful all-round types of wrap coats is 
made of heavy wool stockinette. These are mostly built on 
slim, tubular lines, the fronts tying at one side with narrow 
ends of the material. Quite a number are guiltless of any collar 
and have a bare unfinished appearance in consequence, others 
falling back on the adjustable attached scarf.

This new pamphlet, 
which is well illustrated, besides summarising the history of the firm, 
gives a sketch of its present-day scope. The first branch of the firm 
to open—about the time of the establishment of the Bank of England 
—was thatin Lancaster. The house has prospered under ten Sovereigns 
and their customers have included such famous people as Lord Clive 
and Warren Hastings, Monarchs, great statesmen and divines, and 
famous painters, writers and actors. The pamphlet is full of interesting 
little facts—such, for instance, as that Waring and Gillow were the 
inventors of the billiard-table—and will certainly repay perusal. 


DARK OAK FURNITURE AND FLOORS.
